BUFORA Journal I am in a position to see tho widely varying standard Of 
investigations carried oat on UFO sigiitingsol must confess that in the 
main thi3 variation, in general,in on the poor* side of avorage• How the 
fault is NOT BUFORAs nor are they exclusively involved.A similar situatiD 
arises wherever there are investig tors investigating UPO a - AND THAT 
INCLUDES 7/1 THIN THE R NKS OP UNO GROUPSo Then© are many reasons for thsso 
circumstances, though no excuses.To he fair BOFORA intends to do something 
about it by holding regional conferences to give instruction*in the 
art of follow up techniques,This must bo commended and 3£ hop© that we 
are able to give a really good UNO turn out at the Stafford conference 
in Mayo One of the problems is that investigators are 3pread out over a 
wide area,often not coming into contact with other Ufologists.If BUPORAs 
only representative in the norther Hebridess happGns to bo an eleven 
year old illet©rata sheep farmer they must make the best out of it,This 
is where the Regional Coordinator should comb into his ownoHo should 
do his best to maintain contact with all his investigators,give them 
advice and ensure reports are fully checked out,Shis cannot bo done if 
one man is in charge of such a huge geographical area that such contact 
even by mail is physically impissible,3o I believe that MORE RICc shoull 
be appointed by BUFORA to share their experience with omalTcr groups 
of investigators,UNO too can help here by bringing under the wings of ths 
nearest group every investigator who can then benefit from the wider 
contacts he receives,Prom our own point of view wo CANNOT dictate what 
groups must do when following up a case.. It is a fundamental principle of 
UNO that every group is IN DEPENDANT, W e can, however, by means of a series 
of articles bring out the finer points from those with experience.,Geoff 
Porter.a recognised master of interviewing,will X. hopo contribute cono 
advice on this 0 Trevor Whittaker is an Opthalmic Optician who I hop© will 
be able to write a piece about how to single out optical phenomenac'And 
YOU can contribute too if you geel there is something you can add to the 
series, I begin to wonddr if the main problem is not a psychological one. 
It is true that not everybody will think of checking every possible 
explanation for a sighting — the problem ±3 co many dont even check r-nyi 
How often do I see a report of the sighting ending with i, I believe the 
witness saw something 51 0 BUS? NO ATTEMPT TO CHECK ANYTHING NO RMAL . An 
example wa 3 one recent case where a long report of a whiteFLTgnt in the- 
sky made no mention of the f.ct that a satellite was visible EXACTLY at 
that time and in that part of the sky ~ presumably because ho didnt botto 
to check,This slipshod approach is no good,There is a mystery there to 
be sure but so often simpler explanations are ignored (sec 74Dolo later 
on in this issue ) 0 'That psychological problem seems to bo that Y/33 want 
so badly to believe EVERY report is a UFO that wo avoid any effort to 
prove it iant.But a UPO report rill be of far more value if all natural 
possibilities have boon checked and eliminated,*!! they haven’t been it 
is almost useless.

over the city centre for four minutes exhibiting a pendulum motion before 
lost on the horizon in street lights.Tho 17 th brought many reports of wrr 
and red flashing lights (and this date brought sightings from other area: 
too see report 188 last month).Finally on the 27 th flashing red and white 
lights again glided through the shies *BYUIG havo also sent press cutting: 
of more interesting reports from this period of bluc/white lights darting 
through the sky,a blue floating globe and a “thing 8 which was charted

What was going on in August 1374? UNO has ton sightings 
for that month and many more,less mysterious ones are known cf*It would 
seem there was a deluge of LITS repor a which may well have had a great 
deal to do with the maximum brightness of SEYLAB at that time.ITotabXy the 
weekend 15 , 16 , 17 th was rich in white and rod lights - come of which, were 
positively Skylab pthers which sound like it but dent fit the timo or 
directional data*Were the UFOs using the Skylab brightness as a cover?

Most Interesting multiple witness sighting this which no doubt will be 
discussed at length on tape ana. a full investigation followed throughoThe 
two sets of witnesses do not agree absolutely but,having personally 
spoken to them ? .I feel this is a verifying factor 0 The first witness 
describes two small cigar shapes moving against a blustery HW wind.They 
move! ovor the hills towards Accrington 0 They were close to cloud height 
(3000 -- 5000 3 ) and kept moving in and out of the cloud layers,The witness 
felt sure they were glowing and NOT reflecting sunlight (though tho Sun 
was not visible)»After a matter ofseconds they seemedto jein and a faint 
fuzzy line seemed to mark the junctionsThe object moved on at least as 
fast as an aircraft in a perfectly straight lino.The size was estimated 
as 50-80 3 long each though when joined she says about the size ox a pencil 
at arms length. This may make them slightly largervQthers who did no t see 
the objects attested to her excitement within seconds of the sighting®Tho 
objects were viewed for five minutes,Ortrher witnesses a couple of miles 
away saw more of the phenomena.They describe three cigars glowing gold- 
bronze which were sharp underneath and fuz y in tho centre and top with 
an impression of lights. They also heard a faint humming sound which was 
not detected by the others.Size estimates and heights all agree fully 
and it is interesting to note that objecte one and two were about i mile 
apart vheras there was a bigger separation between the last object o'Tiiis 
was also said to be l-$r times larger than the others. 
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I think there is little doubt of the validity of this report, and tho 
total indepenannee of the witnesses adds strength to it,We may assume tlial 
there were four objects,7/itness A saw three and four join to become a 
larger one but the first two had passed over when she went out to locko’ 
WitnessaB saw only three and four joined and perhaps the noise 
function of the tv/o UFOs when joined or the better hearing of. the latter 
witnesses.lt is to be hoped yet more witnesses will come to light since 
though not densely populated it is net without habitation,
